Godfrey  entitled  ‘ToUegc  Quiz  on 
VIP’s’  (Am  0/20  pSStib  Mr-  God- 
frey Is  an  associate  professor  of  , 
English  at  the  University  of  De- 
iroil,  who  recently  pul  a group  of 
sophomore  and  senior  engluecving 
students  lo  task  by  a qulx  deslcned  I 
especially  for  them.  The  gulz 
simply  cuDslstcd  of  a list  of  d9  per- 
sons. all  current  imporUtnt  figures 
on  the  international  scene,  who 
were  lo  be  Identified  by  (he  stu- 
dents by  writing  dowji  a brief  de- 
scripllon  after  each  name. 

The  results,  as  Mr.  Godfrey  re- 
lates, were  rather  disturbing.  Tlie 
average  score  for  the  senior  group 
was  19  out  of  (he  49  or  about  3S^r. 
The  sopohomores  scored  slightly 
higher  than  tholr  upperclas.s  broth- 
ers w*Uh  au  average  uf  20.0  right 
answers  or  about  42'>. 

The  immediate  tle-ln  between 
that  article  and  the  book  utuk-r  re- 
view should  be  evident.  Though  it 
Is  to  be  hoped  that  tbe  average  Loy- 
ola student  could  easily  outmatch 
(Ilia  record,  here  Is  a book  with 
which  those  who  are  doubtful  of 
such  ah! Illy  might  well  become  ac- 
quainted. The  obvious  drawback  of 
tbe  Ifandhook^  however,  is  that  al- 
ready there  have  been  some  changes 
since  It  was  last  printed  e.g., 
Najiulb  In  Egypt  and  Pi  nay  in 
Fraisco-  But  barring  this,  tbero  is 
sufficient  Informntlon  c<uitainf.d  In 
the  Hamihook  at  least  to  huve  done 
justice  to  the  political  elements  of 
I lie  test. 

Aside  from  tbe  test  motive  to  use 
this  book,  there  Is  also  a wealth  of 
iuformutloD  contained  in  which  the 
general  tenor  of  a country  might 
be  sounded  out:  enumeration  of 
leaders  \vllhia  the  upper  echelons 
of  government,  influential  press  or- 
gans. coalitions  and  ofteu  limes 
briefs  of  recent  political  events. 
Also  included  within  its  Informa- 
tive pages  are  the  Vatican,  tbe  In- 
temallonal  Court  of  Justice  and  the 
United  Kalions. 

■ Tnt  Gbevdounu  recently  conduct- 
ed a test  on  the  two  presidential 
candidates,  the  results  of  which 
have  been  reported  elsewhere  with- 
in these  pages.  Perhaps  our  editor, 
might  likewise  he  prevailed  upon 
to  conduct  a similar  test  on  ciur 
campus.  Likewl.se  It  Is  only  fair  tn 
mention  that  Mr.  Godfrey  also  drew

“Loyolu  Colleges 
Kir^t  Hnmlroil  \ears 

Edurafional  theory  at  the  rollegc 
level  in  the  United  States  has  cornu 
full  circle  in  the  century  during 
W'hich  there  has  beuii  a lu^yola  Col- 
lege here  in  Baltimore.  The  result 
Is  that  the  Baltimore  Loyohi  which 
celebrates  Its  contonavy  today  is  in 
Imporhiut  ways  ahnut  as  near  the 
main  stream  tjf  American  educa- 
tional theory  ns  it  was  a century 
ago.  Hut  it  hus  heen  far  from  that 
main  stream  at  some  periods  of 
this  hundred  years. 

When  Loyola  started  here  in  Bal- 
timore almost  all  American  higlier 
Icarninc  waa  related  to  the  eduen- 
i tonal  assumptions  that  shaped  the 
curriculum  for  which  Ignatius 
Loyola  look  his  stand  ^00  years 
ago.  At  Yale  and  Harvard,  as  at  the 
more  strictly  denominational 
schools,  there  was  ngruement  on  a 
core  of  disciplines  which  the  full 
man  must  master  to  achieve  full- 
ness. The  sense  of  husir  knowl- 
edges, absolute  values,  true  as 
against  untrue  ph1lns(udilcs  Nvas 
the  common  po.saesslon  of  all 
American  educatUm. 

Wilhin  a few  decades  a new  con- 
cept came  Into  Amerleiiu  education, 
with  Harvard’s  Ur.  ICIlot  taking 
the  lead.  No  longer  was  a man  to 
be*  re<mired  to  take  a c'ommon  core 
of  courses.  He  was  to  he  permitled 
a wider  choice,  to  shape  hla  work 
more  to  his  individual  needs.  This 
wise  reform,  like  other  reforms, 
was  exaggerated  by  mea  who  came 
later.  The  uUinmte  result  was  ft 
relativistic  olui*»s  froni  which 
thoughtful  educators  have  now  for 
some  years  heen  retreating  back  to 
the  idea  of  core  discIpUnos  and 
Older. 

The  point  is  llml  I.a)yola  College 
has  always  taught  ossenllally  ns 
and  what  it  taught  a century  ago. 
In  a sense  It  has  outlived  sonic  edu- 
catlonnl  e.xlrumisuis.  No  single  sys- 
tem nr  philosophy  cun  serve  our 
various  people  in  this  complex  age, 
But  Loyola  maintains  In  H162,  ns  in 
1RS2,  one  of  Iho  perennial  w'calths 
of  Western  uducatlan  and  Western 

mvlllxntlon.”

The  follow- 
ing year  he  was  maile  athlelic  dir- 
ector and  has  livid  both  Jobs  right 
up  to  the  prcs'.*nt,  with  the  e.srep- 
tion  of  the  time  lie  spent  lu  the 
Navy  from  March  of  1041  to  Decem- 
ber of  1045.
